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INTRODUCTORY. 



In view of the radical change made by the last Legislature in the 
election laws of the State, and the introduction of a new form of ballot, 
and new modes of procedure at elections — ^in other terms, the adoption 
of the so called Reform, or Australian ballot system — ^it is deemed 
imperative that the voting population of California should be made 
intelligent as to the nature and requirements of the new law under 
which they are soon to act in a presidential election. With the view 
of educating the people on an all-important subject, this publication of 
the election laws as they now stand, and accompanying matter, all 
bearing on elections, has been compiled and printed for free distribution. 
Thirty thousand copies have been published, ten thousand to be given 
to the State Central Committee of each of the two great political parties, 
and ten thousand to be reserved in the office of the Secretary of State 
for County Clerks, the press, for supplying individuals, and for any new 
party that may arise, or any minor old party that chooses to maintain 
an existence. 

In the hope tho-t the pamphlet will be valuable in instructing the 
American citizen of California how to perform his duty as an elector, 
and conserve his rights as a patriot for the sake of good self-govern- 
ment, it is given to the public.

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ELECTION LAWS. 



The following sections of the Political Code govern elections: 

1041. There must be held throughout the State, on the first General 
Tuesday after the first Monday of November, in the year ^^^^^^^^'^ 
eighteen hundred and eighty, and in every second year there- 
after, an election, to be known as the general election. [In 
effect April 16, 1880.] 

1043. Special elections are such as are held to supply special 
vacancies in any office, and are held at such times as may be ®^®<^*^^^- 
designated by the proper Board or officer. 

1053. At least thirty days before a general election, and Governor 
whenever he orders a special election to fill a vacancy in the ^oSSma- 
office of State Senator or member of Assembly, at least ten t*o^- 
days before such special election the Governor must issue an 
election proclamation, under his hand and the Great Seal of 

the State, and transmit copies thereof to the Boards of Super- 
visors of the counties in which such elections are to be held. 
[In effect April 16, 1880.] 

1054. Such proclamation must contain: 

1. A statement of the time of election, and of the offices to 
be filled. 

2. An offer of rewards, in the following form: "And I do Reward 
hereby offer a reward of one hundred dollars for the arrest and yoVngf*^ 
conviction of any and every person violating any of the pro- 
visions of Title IV, Part I, of the Penal Code; such rewards to 

be paid until the total amount hereafter expended for the 
purpose reaches the sum of ten thousand dollars." 

1055. The Board of Supervisors, upon the receipt of such supervis- 
proclamation, may, in case of general or special elections, cause SSiprcSa^ 
a copy of the same to be published in some newspaper printed matfon, 
in the county, if any, and to be posted at each place of election 

at least ten days before the election; and in case of special 
elections to fill a vacancy in the office of State Senator or mem- 
ber of Assembly, the Board of Supervisors, upon receipt of 
such proclamation, may, in their discretion, cause a copy of the 
same to be published or posted as hereinbefore provided, except 
that such publication or posting need not be made for a longer 
period than five days before such election. [In effect April 16, 
1880.] 

1056. Whenever a special election is ordered by the Board same, 
of Supervisors, they must issue an. election proclamation, con- 
taining the statement provided for in subdivision first, of section 
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ten hundred and fifty-four, and must publish and post it in the 
same manner as proclamations issued by the Governor. 

1066. The person receiving at any election the highest 
number of votes for any office to be filled at such election, is 
elected thereto. 

1067. If at any election, except that for Governor or Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, two or more persons receive an equal and the 
highest number of votes, there is no choice, and a special election 
to fill such office must be ordered by the proper Board or officer. 

1068. In case any two or more persons have an equal and 
highest number of votes for either Governor or Lieutenant- 
Governor, the Legislature must, by a joint vote of both houses, 
choose one of the persons to fill such office. 

1069. Electors are privileged from arrest, except for an 
indictable offense, during their attendance on the election, and 
in going to and returning from the same. 

1070. No elector is obliged to perform militia duty on the 
day of election, except in time of war or public danger. 

1071. No fees must be charged for registration or certificates 
thereof. 

1072. Each member upon a Board of Election in any 
county, or city and county, in the State, and each clerk thereof, 
shall receive as compensation for his services upon such Board 
a sum not to exceed ten dollars, which sum shall be paid out 
of the treasury of the county, or city and county, in which 
such persons act. [Approved March 20, 1889.] 

Poiiusts. 1073. The necessary printed blanks for poll lists, tally lists, 
lists of voters, oath, and returns, together with envelopes in 
which to inclose returns, must be furnished by the Board of 
Supervisors to the officers of each election precinct at the 
expense of the county. 
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QUALIFICATIONS AND DISABILITIES OF ELECTORS. 

1083. Every native male citizen of the United States, every 
male person who shall have acquired the right of citizenship 
under or by virtue of the treaty of Queretaro, and every male 
naturalized citizen thereof, who shall have become such ninety 
days prior to any election, of the age of twenty-one years, who 
shall have been a resident of the State one year next preceding 
the election, and of the county in which he claims his vote 
ninety days, and in the election precinct thirty days, and 
whose name shall be enrolled on the Great Register of such 
county, shall be a qualified elector thereof. [In effect April 16, 
1880.] 
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1084. No native of China, no idiot, insane person, or per- Notqnau- 
son convicted of any infamous crime, and no person hereafter ^®^* ^^•^ 
convicted of the embezzlement or misappropriation of public 
money, shall ever exercise the privilege of an elector. [In 
effect April 16, 1880.] 

GREAT REGISTBB. 

1094. A register, in which shall be entered the names of the Great Reg- 
qualified electors of each of the counties in the State, shall be iept*^ ^ 
kept at the office of the County Clerk of such county; and in each 

of the cities and counties in the State such a register shall be 
kept in the office of the person charged with the registration of 
voters in such city and county. There shall be in each of the 
counties, and cities and counties, in the State (when required 
by the Board of Supervisors), a new and complete registration of 
the voters of such counties, and cities and counties, who are 
entitled thereto and who apply with the proper proof. Such 
registration shall commence one hundred days before a general 
election, and shall continue for eighty-five days thence next 
ensuing, when such registration shall cease; provided, that 
nothing in this section shall be held to repeal any election or 
registration law applicable to or in force in the City and County 
of San Francisco. [Approved March 20, 1889.] 

1095. In the Great Register the Clerk must, as hereinafter Names to 
provided, enter the names of the qualified electors of the county ^ ®'*^'®^- 
whose names are not already thereon. 

1096. Such entry must show: Mufltshow. 

1. The name at length. 

2. The age, omitting fractions of years. 

3. The height. 

4. The complexion. 

5. The color of eyes. 

6. The color of hair. 

7. The visible marks or scars, if any, and their locality. 

8. The country of nativity. 

9. The place of residence (giving the ward or precinct), 

10. If naturalized, the time and place of naturalization. 

11. The date of the entry of each person; each name must 
be numbered in the order of its entry. 

12. The Post Office address at date of entry of each person. 
[Approved March 31, 1891.] 

1097. No person's name must be entered by the Clerk unless : Registra- 

1. Upon a certificate of registration in another county, show- ^^^^ 
ing that such registration has been canceled, and upon proof by 
the affidavit of the party that he is an elector of the county in 
which he seeks to be registered. 

2. Upon the returns of the Assessor of the county. 

3. If a naturalized citizen, upon the production of his certifi- 
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ReRistra- cate of naturalization, which certificate must be issued ninety 
*^°^ days prior to the succeeding election, or upon his own affidavit 

that it is lost or out of his possession, which affidavit must state 
the place of his nativity, and the time and place of his naturali- 
zation, together with his affidavit that he has resided in the 
United States for five years, and in this State for one year next 
preceding the time of application, and that he would be an 
elector of the county at the next succeeding election; provided, 
however, if such naturalized citizen shall have been previously 
registered as a qualified elector in any of the counties or city 
and counties of this State, his name must not be entered by the 
Clerk unless he produces a certificate of such registration, 
issued by the party authorized by law to issue such certificate, 
which certificate shall be prima facie evidence of his naturali- 
zation. 

4. If born in a foreign country, upon his affidavit that he 
became a citizen of the United States by virtue of the naturali- 
zation of his father while he was residing in the United States 
and under the age of twenty-one years, and that he is or would 
be an elector of the county at the next succeeding election. 

5. Upon the production and filing of a certified copy of the 
judgment of a Superior Court directing such entry to be made. 

6. In other cases, upon the affidavit of the party that he is or 
would be an elector of the county at the next succeeding election. 

7. In every case the affidavit of the party must show all the 
facts required to be stated in the entry on the register, except 
the date and number of the entry. [Approved March 13, 1883.] 

Assessor 1098. The Assessor of each county must keep a roll of 
to register. ^Iqq^qyb, OH which, and upon like proof as is required for entry 
upon the Great Register, he must enroll the name of any elector 
of the county making application to him for that purpose. 

1099. Such enrollment must show the same facts as are 
required to be shown by the entry upon the Great Register. 

1100. The Clerk or Assessor must, upon every certificate of 
naturalization presented to him as evidence of citizenship, in- 
dorse and subscribe a statement of the time of presentation and 
of his action thereon. 

1101. At the end of every month the Assessor must return 
to the County Clerk a certified copy of all entries made upon 
his roll of electors during such month, and all affidavits made 
for the purpose of procuring such enrollment. 

1102. Upon the receipt of such return, the Clerk must at 
once enter upon the Great Register the names contained and 
the statements made in such return. 

1103. The Clerk must file and preserve all affidavits returned 
to him by the Assessor, or used before him for the purpose of 
obtaining registration.

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1104. No person must cause himself to be registered or en- Must not 
rolled in one county when his registration in another remains wSenf' * 
uncanceled.

Register a blank for cancellation. Cancellation is made by ^^^ 
writing in such blank the word " Canceled," and a statement of 

the reasons therefor. 

1106. The Clerk must cancel the entry in the following cases : when 

1. At the request of the party registered. be^ca™*^ 

2. When he knows of the death or removal of the person ®®^®^ 
registered. 

3. When the insanity of the person registered is legally estab- 
lished. 

4. Upon the production of a certified copy of a judgment of 
the conviction of any elector of any infamous crime, or of the 
embezzlement or misappropriation of any public money, in full 
force against the person registered, or upon information of such 
conviction obtained as hereinafter provided. 

5. Upon the production of a certified copy of a judgment 
directing the cancellation to be made. 

6. Upon a certificate of the Board of Election of any precinct, 
sent up with the election returns, stating the death or removal, 
within their own knowledge, of the person registered. 

7. When it appears by the returns made by the Board and 
Clerks of Election that the respective party did not vote during 
the next preceding two years at any general or special election. 

8. The Clerk shall cancel upon the Great Register every 
name found thereon which is found upon the register of deaths, 
provided for in section three thousand and seventy-nine of this 
Code. 

9. Every Judge before whom proceedings were had which 
result in any male person being declared incapable of taking 
care of himself and managing his property, and for whom a 
guardian of his person and estate is accordingly appointed, or 
which result in such person being committed to a State Insane 
Asylum as an insane person, shall file with the County Clerk a 
certificate of that fact, and thereupon the Clerk shall cancel the 
name of such person upon the Great Register, if found thereon. 

10. The County Clerk shall also, in the first week of Septem- 
ber, in each year, examine the records of the Courts having 
jurisdiction in cases of infamous crimes and the embezzlement 
or misappropriation of public money within his county, and 
cancel upon the Great Register the names of all persons appear- 
ing thereon who shall have been convicted of an infamous 
crime or of the embezzlement or misappropriation of public 
money in such Court, and which conviction shall have been 
carried into effect. [In effect April 16, 1880.]

1111. In an action under the authority of section eleven 
hundred and nine, tte Clerk and as many persons as there are 
causes of action against may be joined as defendants. 

1112. Costs cannot be recovered against the Clerk in any 
action under the authority of this chapter, unless it is alleged 
in the complaint, and established on the trial, that the Clerk 
knowingly and willfully violated a plain duty. 

Great Reg- 1113. On the first Monday of October, in each year in which 
Jf*^^f°py there shall be a general or presidential election, and on the 
ceied thirtieth day prior to each general election held every two years 
en es. thereafter, each County Clerk must make a copy of the uncan- 
celed entries existing on the Great Register of their respective 
counties. The Board of Supervisors of any county may, by 
order, provide for the preparation and distribution of township 
or precinct registers for each township, instead of copies of the 
Great Register. For the purpose of registration, and prepara- 
tion of a new Great Register, or of township or precinct regis- 
ters, and copies thereof, if ordered by the Board of Supervisors, 
the County Clerk must employ such assistants, and for such 
times, and at such compensation, as shall, from time to time, 
be authorized by said Board, which shall be paid out of the 
County Treasury. Such order may be repealed and reenacted 
as often as the Board of Supervisors may deem expedient; pro- 
vided, that nothing in this section shall be held to repeal any 
election or registration law applicable to or in force in the City 
and County of San Francisco. [In effect April 16, 1880.] 
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1114. In such copy and registers the names must be arranged Names, 
alphabetically, according to surnames, and must be numbered aSanged. 

[Ap- 
proved March 30; in efiect July 6, 1874.] 

1115. Within fifteen days after making such list, the Clerk Print 
must have printed a suflScient number of copies thereof to sup- RS^ter 
ply each election precinct in the county with not less than ten 
copies thereof, and fifty additional for every one thousand votes 

cast in the county at the next preceding general election, except 
that in the City and County of San Francisco the County Clerk 
must have printed a sufficient number of copies of each ward 
register to supply two hundred and fifty copies thereof for the 
first one thousand votes, or fraction thereof, cast in the ward 
at the next preceding general election, and fifty additional 
copies for each additional one thousand votes, or fraction thereof 
above five hundred; but in all the counties of this State, other 
than those of the first class, as classified by this Code, the Clerk 
of each of such counties, if the Board of Supervisors, in their 
discretion, so order, must, if there is a sufficient number of the 
register last printed on hand to provide not less than four copies 
for each precinct in such county, cancel the names of all per- 
sons thereon required to be canceled, and furnish the same to 
each precinct, together with the same number of copies of a 
supplement containing the uncanceled entries made upon the 
Great Register subsequent to the last publication thereof. [In 
efiect March 24, 1876.] 

1116. The Clerk must, as soon as such copies of the Great nisMbn-

2. Deliver, upon demand, one copy to each county and town- 
ship officer in the county. 

3. Transmit and cause to be delivered not less than ten copies 
to each Board of Election in the county; but in cases where 
ward registers are printed, ten copies shall be delivered to each 
Board of Election m the respective wards, and one copy of all 
the registers to each Board of Election in the county. 

4. Preserve five copies in the office for the inspection of the 
public. 

5. Transmit to the State Librarv, Mercantile Library, Me- 
chanics' Institute, and Odd Fellows' Library, of San Francisco, 
one copy each. 

6. Deliver one copy to each elector of the county or respective 
ward applying therefor, until the remainder of the edition 
printed is exhausted; provided, that nothing in this section, 
except the first, third, and fourth subdivisions thereof, shall 
apply to counties other than of the first class. [In efiect March 
24, 1876.] 

1117. A certified copy of an uncanceled entry upon the uncan- 
Great Register is prima facie evidence that the person named in SnttieiL

effect July 6, 1874.] 

ELECTION PRECINCTS. 

o??to^*^ 1127. The Board of Supervisors, or other Board having 
estobiish charge and control of elections in each of the counties, and cities 
precincts, and counties, of the State, shall, as soon before a general election 
as is convenient, proceed to divide such county, or city and 
county, into election precincts, of which there shall be as many 
as shall be sufficient to make the number of votes polled at any 
one election precinct to be not more than two hundred, as nearly 
as can be ascertained. [Approved March 20, 1889.] 

Bonnda- 1128. In the order establishing precincts, the boundaries 
^ ° * thereof must be defined. 

Alteration 1129. The Board of Supervisors, or other Board having 
of precinct, charge and control of elections in each of the counties, and cities 
and counties, of the State, may from time to time change the 
boundaries of, create new, or consolidate established precincts; 
provided, that there shall always be as many precincts as shall 
be sufficient to make the number of votes polled at any one 
precinct to be not more than two hundred, as nearly as can be 
ascertained. [Approved March 20, 1889.] 

Powers. 1130. The following limitations are imposed upon the powers 
umitations given the Supervisors in this chapter: 

1. No precinct must be established so as to embrace more than 
one township, nor in such manner that its exterior limits cross 
the exterior boundaries of any township, incorporated town or 
city, or any ward, district, or other territorial subdivision for 
which local officers are to be elected, except a school or road 
district. 

2. No precinct must be established, nor must the boundaries 
of one already established be altered, within thirty days next 
preceding a general or special election. [In effect April 16^ 
1880.] 

Desiraat- 1131. The Board of Supervisors, or other Board having 
o^^efection charge and control of elections in each of the counties, and 
to be fined! cities and counties, of the State, must, at least fifteen days prior 
* to an election, issue its order appointing Boards of Election, 
designating the house or place within the precinct where the 
election must be held, and the offices to be filled, naming and 
numbering in numerical order, commencing with number one, 
the offices to be filled, unexpired terms being lastly designated; 
but in no event shall any place be selected for holding an elec- 
tion that is in a saloon, or other room or place where vinous, 
spirituous, or malt liquors are sold or dispensed, nor shall any 
place be selected for such purpose that is connected with a 
saloon or other room or place where vinous, spirituous, or malt 
liquors are sold or dispensed, by any door, window, or other 
opening. [Approved March 20, 1889.J 
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1132. If the Board fail to designate the house or place for when not 
holding the election, or if it cannot be held at the house or place ^S^*. 
designated, the Justices of the Peace residing in the precinct 
must meet two days before the election, and by an order, under 
their hand (copies of which they must at once post in three 
public places in the precinct) designate the house or place. In 
the City and County of San Francisco any three of the Justices 
of the Peace may discharge the duties imposed by this section, 
at least eighteen hours prior to the opening of the polls. [Ap- 
proved March 30; in effect July 6, 1874.] 

ELECTION BOARD. 

1142. When an election is ordered, the Board of Supervisors, Election 
or other Board having charge and control of elections in each of ^^^ 
the counties, and cities and counties, of the State, shall appoint 
for each precinct, from the electors thereof whose names appear 
upon the last assessment roll of said county, or city and county, 
two Inspectors, two Judges, and two clerks,the Inspectors, Judges, 
and clerks to be selected respectively from the two opposing 
political parties which cast the greatest number of votes at the 
next preceding general election. The Inspectors and Judges so Boards of 
appointed shall constitute a Board of Election for such precinct. hiw^^°°' 
Such Board of Election shall canvass the votes for such precinct, appointed, 
and must be present at the closing of the polls. The members of 
said Board shall relieve each other in the duties of canvassing the 
ballots, which may be conducted by at least half of the whole 
number; but the final certificate shall be signed by a majority 
of the whole. No person shall be eligible to act as an oflScer of 
election at any precinct who has been employed in any oflScial 
capacity in the county, or city and county, in the State, within 
ninety days next preceding any election. No person shall be 
eligible to act as a member of any Election Board, or as a clerk 
upon such Board, who cannot read and write the English lan- 
guage. Any person acting as a member of any Election Board, 
or as a clerk upon such Board, who cannot read and write the 
English language, and any person who refuses to act upon such 
Board, or as a clerk thereof, after proper notification of his 
appointment, who is otherwise eligible, unless good and suffi- 
cient cause for such refusal is shown, shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and upon conviction shall be subject to a fine of 
five hundred dollars, and upon failure to pay said fine shall 
be imprisoned in the county jail of such county, or city and 
county, for the period of one day for each one dollar of said , 

fine. [Approved March 20, 1889. The above also embodies 
Section 1143.] 

1144. If the Board of Supervisors fail to appoint the Board Failure to 
of Election, or the members appointed do not attend at the ^^^^^

[Approved March 20, 1889.]

No 
officer of election, nor any person, shall do any electioneering 
on election day within one hundred feet of any polling place. 
No person shall remove any ballot from any polling place before 
the closing of the poll. No person shall apply for or receive 
any ballot at any election precinct other than that in which he 
is entitled to vote. No person shall show his ballot after it is 
marked to any person in such a way as to reveal the contents 
thereof, or the name or names of the candidate or candidates for 
whom he has marked his ballot; nor shall any person, except 
a member of the Board of Election, receive from any voter a 
ballot prepared by such voter, or examine such ballot, or solicit 
the voter to show the same. No person shall ask another at a 
polling place for whom he intends to vote.

8. The place where a man's family resides must be held to 
be his residence; but if it be a place of temporary establish- 
ment for his family, or for transient objects, it is otherwise. 

9. If a man have a family fixed in one place, and he does 
business in another, the former must be considered his place of ' 
residence; but any man having a family, and who has taken 

up his abode with the intention of remaining, and whose family 
does not so reside with him, must be regarded as a resident 
where he has so taken up his abode. 

The mere intention to acquire a new residence, without 
the fact of removal, avails nothing; neither does the fact of 
removal, without the intention.

1316. In case of the death or absence of any Elector chosen, in case of 
or in case the number of Electors from any cause be deficient, li^JJi,?^ 
the Electors then present must elect, from the citizens of the 
State, so many persons as will supply such deficiency. 
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1317. The Electors, when convened, must vote by ballot for 
one person for President and one person for Vice-President of 
the United States, one of whom, at least, is not an inhabitant 
of this State. 

1318. They must name in their ballots the persons voted 
for as President, and in distinct ballots the persons voted for 
as Vice-President. 

1319. They must make distinct lists of all persons voted 
for as President, and of all persons voted for as Vice-President, 
and of the number of votes given for each. 

1320. They must certify, seal up, and transmit by mail 
such lists to the seat of government of the United States, 
directed to the President of the Senate. 

1321. Electors receive the same pay and mileage as is 
allowed to members of the Assembly. 

1322. Their accounts therefor, certified by the Secretary of 
State, must be audited by the Controller, who must draw his 
warrants for the same on the Treasurer, payable out of the 
General Fund. 
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ELECTIONS FOR MEMBERS OP CONGRESS.

1332. Elections for Senators in Congress for full terms 
must be held at the regular session of 'the Legislature next 
preceding the commencement of the term to be filled.

1361. None but persons who possess the qualifications pre- 
scribed by law and by the resolution must vote or participate in 
any of the proceedings at such election.

The Committee or body from which emanated the 
resolution calling the election may, under such rules as it adopts, 
open and canvass the returns and issue certificates to persons 
chosen to fill positions by the voters of more than one precinct. 

1365. All of the provisions of Title IV, Part I of the Penal 
Code, and all the provisions of the sections referred to in the 
first section of this chapter, are applicable to elections held 
under the provisions of this chapter from and after the last 
publication of the notice mentioned in section one thousand 
three hundred and fifty-nine. 
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AN ACT 

To regulate the registration of voters^ and to secure the purity of 
elections in the City and County of San Francisco, [Approved 
March 18, 1878.] 

Section 1. The conduct, management, and control of elec- 
tions and matters pertaining to elections in the City and 
County of San Francisco is hereby taken from the Board of 
Supervisors and vested in a Board of five Commissioners, who 
shall consist of the Mayor, the Auditor, the Tax Collector, the 
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City and County Attorney, and the City and County Surveyor 
of said city and -county, which Board is hereby invested with 
all the powers, and charged with all the duties as to elections 
and matters pertaining to elections now vested in said Board 
of Supervisors. The Mayor shall be ex officio President of the 
Board of Election Commissioners, and the Registrar of Voters 
hereafter provided for shall be ex officio Secretary of said Board, 
and shall give advice and information to said Board when 
required by them so to do. Said Board shall meet and organize 
within twenty days after the passage of this Act, or sooner if 
practicable. 

Sec. 2. The Board of Election Commissioners shall, as soon Election 
affcer each general election as convenient (not to exceed ninety fomSJ.** 
days), proceed to divide said city and county into election 
precincts, of which there shall be so many as shall be sufficient 
to make the number of votes polled at any one election precinct 
to be not more than three hundred nor less than two hundred, 
as near as can be ascertained; provided, that the first division of 
said city and county into precincts under this Act shall be made 
as speedily as the same can be done after the organization of 
said Board. 

Sec. 3. There shall be a " Registrar of Voters " for the City Registrar, 
and County of San Francisco, to be appointed by the Grovernor 
of the State of California from among the citizens of said city 
and county, subject to confirmation by the Board of Election 
Commissioners. His salary shall be thirty-six hundred dollars salary. 
per annum, payable out of the treasury of said city and county 
as other salaries are paid, and he shall be allowed a clerk, who 
shall receive a salary of one hundred and fifty dollars per month, 
payable in the same manner; and such other necessary clerical 
assistance as shall be found necessary to the discharge of the 
duties of said office, to be allowed and authorized by the Board 
of Election Commissioners of said city and county. He shall 
have a suitable office provided for him by the said Board, and 
such allowance of stationery, printing, and incidental expenses 
as shall prove necessary. He shall give an official bond in the Bond, 
sum of ten thousand dollars, with two sureties to be approved 
by the County Judge, conditioned for the faithful performance 
of his duty. 

Sec. 4. The Registrar of Voters, when appointed and quali- Powersand 
fied, shall be clothed with all the powers, discharge all the duties, Rj^^stw. 
and be liable to all the obligations and official consequences now 
belonging to, discharged by, or resting upon the County Clerk 
and Assessor of said city and county, with respect to the regis- 
tration of voters and other matters pertaining to elections in said 
city and county, under the provisions of the Political Code of 
this State, so far as the same are not annulled by this Act. Said 
County Clerk, upon demand, shall transfer and deliver to said 
Registrar the Great Register, as well as other registers, records, 
books, documents, and things belonging or in anywise apper- 
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taining to the registration of voters, or other election matters in 
said city and county, and from thenceforward said Clerk and 
Assessor shall cease to be charged with any registration or 
election duties, and the same shaU rest upon and hd discharged 
by the Registrar. 
Office Sec. 5. Said Registrar shall keep his office open for business 

hours. every day in the year (Sundays and legal holidays excepted), 
from nine o'clock a. m. till five o'clock p. m. He shall have the 
power to administer oaths to election officers and all other persons 
in the discharge of his duty. 
Duty of Sec. 6. The Registrar shall constantly inform himself, by 

Registrar, examination and inquiry, as to the condition of the precinct 
registers and the legality of the names therein, or demanding 
to be placed thereon, and shall see that none but legal voters 
megai r^- are registered. Should the Registrar have reason to believe 
istration. ^j^^^. ^^^^y name or names upon the precinct register is improperly 
or illegally there, it shall be his duty forthwith to send a written 
or printed notice, by postal card or otherwise, to such person, 
directing the same to his address as found in the directory, or 
in case his name is not in the directory, then to the address of 
such person opposite the name on the register of the last pre- 
ceding election at which such name was voted, requiring such 
person to show cause before the Board of Election Commissioners 
why said Commissioners shall not cancel said name. If such 
person fail for five days to appear and establish the legality of 
such name on the day fixed for the hearing, and on the certificate 
of the Registrar that notice and publication in accordance here- 
with has been made, the Board shall inquire into the case, and 
if it appears to the satisfaction of the Board that such name is 
improperly upon the precinct register, then said Board shall 
make and enter an order directing the Registrar to cancel such 
name or names. But the parties may appear before said Board 
at the hearing and show cause against said order, and if the 
Board finds them properly registered or entitled to registry, an 
order shall be made accordingly, which shall be final. The 
Board may designate any one of the Commissioners to hear 
and determine such matters. 
Death list. Sec. 7. The Registrar shall keep in his office a list of all 
deaths occurring in said city and county of adult males, as well 
as of the deaths of such citizens as may come to his knowledge 
who may die elsewhere, to be alphabetically arranged for con- 
venience of reference. Also all removals or changes of residence, 
so far as he can learn the same, and commitments to prisons 
and insane asylums, with time and place, as well as such other 
information as shall be found useful and within his reach. It 
Officers to shall be the duty of all Clerks of Courts, prison keepers, health 
lOTmaUoEu' officers, and all other public officers and others, to furnish to 
said Registrar certified statements of such official facts within 
their knowledge necessary for him to obtain necessary or useful 
information in and about his said duty on demand. 
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Sec. 8. The Registrar of Voters, under and subject to the rules Appoint- 
of the Board, must take charge of the business of placing the efl^uon 
election officers, and at the last moment, when it is too late to omaen, 
call the Board together to fill vacancies, may select and appoint 
election officers for said purpose. Should any election officer fail 
to appear at the opening of any election, or at any time during 
the progress thereof, the officers in attendance may, subject to 
such rules as the Board of Commissioners shall provide, fill up 
the same by appointing any competent citizen. Any person 
refusing to serve, when so appointed, shall be liable to all the 
pains and penalities of this Act. 

Sec. 9. The counting of votes, and all proceedings connected ^f ^{^^^ 
therewith, shall be in public, and citizens shall have free ingress 
and egress to and from the place where the same is being done. 

Sec. 10. It is hereby made the duty of a,ny and all voters in Duty of 
the City and County of San Francisco, persons holding office or "^^^^^ 
employment under the United States, the State of Califori^iia, or 
the City and County of San Francisco, or any of its departments, 
excepted, to serve as Judges, Inspectors, and Clerks, or other offi- 
cers of election, whenever required to do so under the provisions 
of this Act. 

Sec. 11. It shall be the duty of the Registrar to obtain from Dutrof 
the tax list and register of voters of said city and county the ^^s;*^^*'- 
names of the resident citizens of said city and county possessing 
the necessary qualifications to act as Judges, Inspectors, and 
Clerks of Election, taking care to select persons of good reputa- 
tion and character, and have the same placed in a book, so as 
readily to refer to the places of residence and the precinct in 
which they vote. He shall take care that said list shows the 
names and residences of all taxpayers who reside in this city 
and county and who are voters, and shall ascertain, as nearly 
as he can, the capabilities of such voters to act as election officers. 
If any of them are incompetent to serve by reason of infirmity 
and not otherwise, their names may be left off*, but the reason 
must be noted. 

Sec. 12. Said Board of Election Commissioners shall select Power of 
all election officers provided for by law for said city and county, Sonerif" 
and shall appoint them to their respective places. They shall 
have the power to make any regulations and rules for the appoint- 
ment or selections they may deem advisable, so as to secure integ- 
rity, impartiality, and capacity for the work to be done; and if 
the list furnished them by the Registrar does not contain a suffi- 
ciency of names of respectable and fit persons for election officers, 
they must take measures to secure the names of proper persons, 
citizens and voters of said city and county, and to fill up all

Sbc. 13. Bach election officer under this Act shall be entitled

ner now provided by law for the payment of such service, and no 
more; provided, that said Board of Commissioners may, in their 
discretion, raise the compensation of clerks for tallying, writing, 
and other matters requiring special skill and qualifications, to 
such sum as they shall find necessary to secure such service, but 
not to exceeed six dollars per day; provided, that such increased 
compensation shall under no circumstances be allowed to any 
Judge or Inspector; and provided further, that no person holding 
any office or employment under the United States, the State of 
California, or the City and County of San Francisco, or any of 
its departments, nor any candidate for office, or who shall have 
been either thereof within ninety days, shall be eligible to, or be 
allowed to serve as an election or registration officer, clerk, or in 
any manner whatsoever at an election; provided, that the mem- 
bers of the Precinct Registration Boarcw shall receive for their 
services while acting upon the precinct registers the sum of forty 
dollars each, in full for such service. 

Sec. 14. Each and every person selected by the Board of 
Election Commissioners shall be notified by tiie Registrar of 
Voters of the fact of his appointment. Such notice shall be in 
writing, or printed, and shall have printed thereon a copy of this 
section. Such person, on receipt of such notice, shall appear 
within the time fixed in the notice, but which shall not be less 
than five days, before the Registrar and any two of the Commis- 
sioners, for the purpose of examination, and if found qualified, 
shall, unless excused by said Commissioners by reason of ill- 
health or other good and sufficient cause, be bound to serve as 
such officer for the term of one year from the date of his appoint- 
ment, unless previously excused or dismissed by the Board, and 
in case of neglect or refusal to comply with the above mentioned 
requirements, or to serve or act, shall be liable to a penalty of five 
hundred dollars, recoverable by civil action in any Court of com- 
petent jurisdiction, in the name of said city and county, and 
when collected shall be paid into the treasury for the benefit of 
the Election Fund. And a failure on the part of any such person 
to present himself for examination and to comply with any of the 
requirements of this Act preliminary to receiving his certificate of 
appointment within the time prescribed, or to attend on the day 
of any registration, or revision or examination of registration, or 
the day of any election during said term, unless prevented by 
sickness or other sufficient cause (the burden of proof of which 
shall be upon the delinquent), shall be deemed a refusal within 
the meaning of this section. 

Sec. 1 5. The registration of electors in the City and County of 
San Francisco shall hereafter be done by election or voting pre- 
cincts, each precinct register being kept separate and distmct 
from all other precincts. The provisions of the Political Code 
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requiring the keeping of a Great Register and ward registers 
shall no longer be applicable to said city and county. The pro- 
visions of said Code as to making and keeping the Great Register 
and as to the ward registers and the manner of entering the names 
of electors therein, and the substance and contents of said entries, 
and the alterations, changes, and cancellations thereof, as well as 
the proceedings and proof to enable voters to be registered in said 
Great and Ward Registers, and all other matters relating thereto, 
so far as the same are not in conflict or inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this Act, are hereby made applicable to the precinct 
registers of said city and county authorized by this law. And 
said precinct registers shall be used at all elections in like man- 
ner and with like effect that ward registers were used before the 
passage of this Act; and no person shall vote at any election 
except he be legally registered upon the precinct register of the 
precinct in which he is a qualified voter. 

Sec. 16. The registration of electors in the precinct registers 
in the City and County of San Francisco shall take place previous 
to each general State election as herein provided, and an elector 
properly enrolled therein, without being again enrolled, may vote 
at the general election ensuing his registration and at all special 
elections between said general election and the next general elec- 
tion, but not afterwards until re-registered according to law. 

Sec. 17. In addition to the matters required by section one ^^^J^ 
thousand and ninety-six of the Political Code to be entered in partiouiar- 
the register, the precinct registers in the City and County of San ^*®*^ 
Francisco shall particularize the place of residence of each elector 
registered, by specifying the name of the street, avenue, or other 
location of the dwelling of such elector, with the number of such 
dwelling, if the same has a number, and if not, then with such 
description of the place that it can be readily ascertained and 
identified. If the elector be not the proprietor or head of the 
house, then it must show that fact, and upon what floor thereof, 
what room such elector occupies in such house; all of which facts 
are to be ascertained from such elector in the mdnner required by ' 
law for proving the qualifications of electors to entitle them to be 
registered. Any person jnaking a false oath with respect to resi- 
dence, as provided for in this section, shall be deemed guilty of 
perjury, and on conviction punished accordingly. 

Sec. 18. A sufficient quantity of blanks for precinct registers Registrar 
for all the precincts of said city and county shall be prepared by wa^S 
said Registrar of Voters as soon as is practicable after his entry 
upon office, and as often as required by this Act thereafter, and 
kept at the office of said Registrar, so that voters may be regis- 
tered upon application and proper proof according to law.

There shall be a Board of Precinct Registration in 
K^Sra- ^^^^ precinct of said city and county, which shall be constituted 
tton. in the following manner: The Board of Election Commissioners, 

as soon as it is practicable after they shall have divided the city 
and county into election precincts as hereinbefore provided for, 
shall proceed, in the manner provided in section thirteen hereof, 
to appoint the one original Inspector and two original Judges of 
Election provided for in section one thousand one hundred and 
forty-two of the Political Code for each precinct. Said Inspector 
and Judges ghall serve for one year, unless otherwise ordered by 
the Commission, and in addition to acting as election officers at 
all the elections during the year, shall serve as precinct register- 
ing officers for enrolling the electors of their respective precincts 
on the precinct registers thereof.

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Seo. 22. As soon as the Board of Precinct Registration shall cessation 
have commenced their sittings for registration in the several pre- ^JJJf^*"^' 
cincts, as herein provided for, registration at the oflSce of the 
Registrar shall cease, and the precinct registers shall be turned 
over by the Registrar to said respective Boards, who shall go on 
with the registration of voters, at the places provided by law for 
them in their respective precincts, until the time provided by law 
for registration to cease, when all registration shall stop, except 
in the cases specially provided for in section twenty-nine of this 
Act. It shall be the duty of the Boards of Precinct Registration, 
in addition to their other duties, to carefully examine and revise 
the names of voters upon their several precinct registers, as 
turned over to them by the Registrar, and t& ascertain if such 
names are the names of legal voters, properly on said precinct 
register, and entitled to vote in said precinct. 

Sec. 23. The Boards of Precinct Registration shall keep the Duty of 
several precinct registers for such time as shall be necessary, not b^^^- 
to exceed three days after the time for registration ceases accord- 
ing to law, during which time they shall hear and determine 
applications for registration in the excepted cases provided for in 
section twenty-nine of this Act. They shall also make diligent 
examination and inquiry during said period as to the right of the 
respective voters who have been registered on said precinct regis- 
ters to such registration, and shall in all doubtful cases certify 
their doubts, with the reason thereof, to the Board of Election 
Commissioners for further action. All persons who are refused 
registration by the Registrar, or by the Precinct Boards, can Appeal 
appeal to the Board of Election Commissioners, who shall hear 
and determine the same in a summary manner, so as not to 
delay the completion of the registers. 

Sec. 24. When the Boards of Precinct Registration have Board to 
completed the examination and inquiry provided for in the pre- 2^^ etc!^" 
ceding section, they shall certify the precinct register, as is here- 
inafter provided, and deliver the same to the Registrar of Voters.

Twenty Senators shall be elected from said odd numbered districts 
every four years thereafter. The Senators elected in the even numbered 
districts fixed by the Act of March eighth, eighteen hundred and eighty- 
three, at the general election in eighteen hundred and ninety, shall con- 
tinue in office for four years from and after twelve o'clock noon on the 
first Monday after the first day of January, eighteen hundred and 
ninety-one. At the general election in eighteen hundred and ninety- 
four, twenty Senators shall be elected from the hereinbefore named and 
constituted even numbered districts, who shall hold office for four years.

the shore line of Oakland Creek, and thence extended to the boundary 
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line of said city of Oakland in said creek; thence along said boundary 
line in said creek to the intersection of said boundary line with the 
boundary line between the Sixth and Seventh Wards of said city of 
Oakland, and thence along said last mentioned boundary line to the 
place of beginning, shall constitute the Forty-eighth Assembly District. 

49. All that portion of the county of Alameda comprising all that 
portion of the city of Oakland Ijring west of Adeline Street, and all that 
portion of the county of Alameda, being a portion of Oakland Town- 
ship, lying outside of said city of Oakland, bounded as follows: Com- 
mencing at the intersection of the northern charter line of the city of 
Oakland with the dividing line between Bay and Temescal Election 
Precincts; thence northerly along said dividing line to where it inter- 
sects the southerly line of Berkeley Election Precinct; thence westerly 
along said line of Berkeley Election Precinct to the dividing line 
between Berkeley and West Berkeley Election Precincts; thence north- 
erly along said dividing line last named to the southerly line of Ocean 
View Election Precinct; thence easterly along said last mentioned line 
to the dividing line between Alameda and Contra Costa Counties; 
tbence northwesterly and westerly along said Alameda and Contra Costa 
boundary line of Alameda County and the City and County of San 
Francisco; thence southerly along said last named boundary line to the 
said northern charter line of the city of Oakland; thence easterly along 
said last named line to the point of beginning, shall constitute the 
Forty-ninth Assembly District.

73. All that portion of the county of Los Angeles included in and 
comprising the following election precincts: Los Angeles City Precincts 
Numbers One, Two, Three, Four, Five, Six, Seven, Eight, Nine, Ten, 
Eleven, Twelve, Thirteen, Fourteen, Fifteen, Sixteen, Seventeen, and 
Eighteen, shall constitute the Seventyrthird Assembly District. 

74. All that portion of the county of Los Angeles included in and 
comprising the following election precincts: Los Angeles City Precincts 
Numbers Nineteen, Twenty, Twenty-one, Twenty-two, Twenty-three, 
Twenty-four, Twenty-five, Twenty-six, Twenty-seven, Twenty-eight, 
Twenty-nine, Thirty, and Thirty-one, shall constitute the Seventy-fourth 
Assembly District. 

75. All that portion of the county of Los Angeles included in and 
comprising the follo.wing election precincts: Los Angeles City Precincts 
Numbers Thirty-two, Thirty-three, Thirty-four, Thirty-five, Thirty-six, 
Thirty-seven, Thirty-eight, Thirty-nine, Forty, Forty-one, Forty-two, 
Forty-three, Forty-four, Forty-five, FoTty-six, and Forty-seven^ shall 
constitute the Seventy-fifth Assembly District. 
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76. The county of Orange shall constitute the Seventy-sixth Assembly 
District. 

77. All that portion of the county of San Bernardino comprising the

Supervisorial District, shall constitute the Seventy-seventh Assembly

At the general election in the year eighteen hundred and ninety-two, 
and every two years thereafter, a member of the Assembly shall be 
elected in each of said hereinbefore constituted assembly districts.

CHAPTER XI^VIII. 

An Act to ascertain and express the will of the people of the State 
of California upon the subject of election of United^ States 
Senators. [Approved March 10, 1891.] 

Whereas, It is expedient that the wishes of the people of this 
State upon the subject of the election of United States Sena- 
tors should be unmistakably expressed; therefore, 

The People of the State of Calif omiay represented in Senate and 
Assembly^ do enact as follows: 

u. 8. Sena- SECTION 1. That thirty days prior to the next general State 
tion ot °* election, the Governor shall issue his proclamation calling upon 
the electors to signify, at said election, their will as to the 
method of the election of United States Senators, by placing 
upon the ballots the words " For the election of United States 
Senators by the direct vote of the people," or the words 
"Against the election of United States Senators by the direct 
vote of the people;'' and the Inspectors and the Judges of Elec- 
tion at each and every poll in the State shall ascertain and 
make returns of the number of votes cast " For the election of 
United States Senators by the direct vote of the people," and 
the number of votes cast "Against the election of United States 
Senators by the direct vote of the people," in like manner as 
other votes are required to be counted and returned, and an 
abstract thereof shall be transmitted by each County Clerk in 
the State to the Secretary of State, in the same manner that 
votes for State ofi&cers are now required to be transmitted. 
Abstract of Sec. 2. The Secretary of State shall make a complete 
^<*^*- abstract of the votes given at said election, and certify the 

same to the Governor. 
Memorial Sec. 3. The Govcmor shall prepare a memorial from the 
tov Gow?* people of the State of California, attested by the Secretary of 
«or- State, with the great seal of State attached, setting forth in 

brief the question submitted to the electors, and the vote 
thereon, and send copies thereof to the President and Vice- 
President of the United States, to each Cabinet Minister, 
Senator, Member of the House of Representatives, and the 
Governor of each State and Territory in the United States of 
America. 
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CHAPTER CXI. 

An Act to provide for the issuance and sale of State bonds to 
create a fund for the construction and furnishing by the Board 
of State Harbor Commissioners of a general ferry and passen- 
ger depot in the City and County of San Francisco; to create 
a sinking fund for the payment of said bonds, and providing 
for the submission of this Act to a vote of the people. [Ap- 
proved March 17, 1891.] 

The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. For the purpose of providing a fund for the Authority 
payment of the indebtedness hereby authorized to be incurred debt^^ 
by the Board of State Harbor Commissioners, for the erection 
and furnishing of a general railroad, passenger, and ferry depot, 
at or near the foot of Market Street, in the City and County of 
San Francisco, at a cost not to exceed six hundred thousand 
dollars, which the said Board of State Harbor Commissioners 
are hereby authorized to construct in the manner and method 
authorized by law, and at a cost not to exceed said six hundred 
thousand dollars, the State Treasurer shall, immediately after 
the issuance of the proclamation of the Governor, hereinafter 
provided for, prepare suitable bonds of the State of California: 
one thousand bonds, in the denomination of one hundred dollars Deacrip- 
each; five hundred bonds, in the denomination of five hundred S^nds 
dollars each; two hundred and fifty bonds, in the denomina- 
tion of one thousand dollars each.

Sec. 6. The State Treasurer shall keep full and particular Treasurer 
account and record of all his proceedings under this Act, and ^^mw!^ 
he shall transmit to the Governor an abstract of all his pro- 
ceedings thereunder, with his annual report, to be by the 
Governor laid before the Legislature; and all books and papers 
pertaining to the matter provided for in this Act shall at all 
times be open to the inspection of any party interested, or the 
Governor, or Attorney-General, or a committee of either branch 
of the Legislature, or a joint committee of both. 

Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of the State Treasurer to pay interest, 
the interest on said bonds when the same falls due, out of the 
sinking fund provided for in this Act, on Controller's warrants 
duly drawn for that purpose. 

Sec. 8. This Act, if adopted by the people, as hereinafter to take 
provided for, shall take effect on the thirty-first day of Decem- ®®^®^ 
ber, A. D. eighteen hundred and ninety-two, as to all its pro- 
visions, except those relating to and necessary for its submission 
to the people, and for returning, canvassing, and proclaiming 
the votes, and as to said excepted provisions this Act shall take 
effect immediately. 

This Act shall be submitted to the people of the to be sub- 
State of California for their ratification at the next general "^i^^ed to 
election to be holden in the month of November, A. D. eighteen ^^^ ** 
hundred and ninety-two; and the qualified electors of the State 
shall, at said election, on their ballots, vote for or against this 
Act; those voting for the same shall write or have printed on 
their ballots the words " For the San Francisco Depot Act," Ballots, 
and those voting against the same shall write or have printed 
on their ballots the words "Against the San Francisco Depot 
Act." The Governor of this State shall include the submission 
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bf this Act to the people as aforesaid in his proclamation call- 
ing for said general election. 

Sec. 10. The votes cast for or against this Act shall be 
counted, returned, and canvassed, and declared in the same 
manner and subject to the same rules as votes cast for State 
officers; and if it appear that said Act shall have received a

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CHAPTER CXni. 

An Act to ascertain and express the will of the people of the State 
of California upon the subject of requiring an educational 
qualification of voters. [Approved March 17, 1891.] 

Whereas, It is expedient that the wishes of the people of this 
State upon the subject of requiring an educational qualifica- 
tion of voters should be unmistakably expressed, in order that 
future Legislatures may be guided thereby in submitting 
amendments to the Constitution of the State; therefore. 

The People of the State of Calif ornia, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. That thirty days prior to the next general State 
election the Governor shall issue his proclamation calling upon 
the electors to signify at said election their will as to whether 
an educational qualification should be required of voters in this 
State, by placing upon the ballots the words " For an educational 
qualification requiring every voter to be able to write his name 
and read any section of the Constitution in the English lan- 
guage,*' or the words "Against an educational qualification 
requiring every voter to be able to write his name and read any 
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section of the Constitution in the English language;" and the 
Inspectors and Judges of Election at each and every poll in the 
State shall ascertain and make returns of the number of votes Returna. 
cast " For an educational qualification requiring every voter to 
be able to write his name and read any section of the Constitu- 
tion in the English language," and the number of votes cast 
"Agjinst an educational qualification requiring every voter to 
be Jrt)le to write his name and read any section of the Consti- 
tunon in the English language," in like manner as other votes 
are required to be counted and returned; and an abstract thereof 
shall be transmitted by each County Clerk in the State to the gj^ty o' 
Secretary of State, in the same manner that votes for State cferksT 
officers are now required to be transmitted. 

Sec. 2. The Secretary of State shall make a complete abstract Duty of 
of the votes given at said election, and shall transmit a certified ©rsSlS^ 
copy of the same to each County Clerk in the State. 



CHAPTER CXLIX. 

An Act to provide for the payment of funded indebtedness of the 
State of California, and to contract a funded debt for that 
purpose. [Approved March 31, 1891.] 

The People of the State of California, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. For the purpose of liquidating and providing Loan com- 
for the payment of the funded indebtedness of the State of S^Sfe^*" 
California hereinafter specified, and to lessen the burden of s**^ 
taxation, the Governor of the State, the Controller of State, 
and the Treasurer of State, and their successors in office, shall 
constitute a Board of Commissioners, to be styled the Loan 
Commissioners of the State of California, and shall have and 
exercise the powers and perform the duties hereinafter pro- 
vided. 

Sec. 2. The said Loan Commissioners are hereby authorized Amount of 
to issue and sell not exceeding two million five hundred and ^*^*°' 
twenty-eight thousand five hundred dollars ($2,528,500) of the 
bonds of said State, bearing interest at the rate of four per cent interest, 
per annum, which interest shall be payable semi-annually, in 
gold coin, on the second days in April and October in each year, 
at the office of the Treasurer of State. The principal of said 
bonds shall be made payable in gold coin, within twenty years when pay- 
after the date of their issue, and shall be of such denominations ^^^^' 
as the said Loan Commissioners shall direct, but not less than 
five hundred dollars; shall bear the date of their issue, and 
shall be signed by the said Loan Commissioners, and shall 
have the seal of the State affixed thereto; and the faith of the 
State of California is hereby pledged for the payment of said 
bonds and the interest accruing thereon, as herein provided. 
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Sec. 3. Coupons for the interest shall be attached to each 
bond, so that they may be removed without injury or mutila- 
tion to the bond; said coupons, consecutively numbered, shall 
be signed by the Treasurer of State. 

Sec. 4. Before the sale of any of said bonds the said Loan 
Commissioners shall cause notice of such sale to be published 
for the space of one month in two daily newspapers published 
in English, one in the city of San Francisco, and one in the 
capital of the State. Such notice shall specify the amount of 
bonds to be sold, the rate of interest they shall bear, the day 
and hour of sale, the place of sale, which shall be at the State 
Capitol, and that sealed proposals will be received by the said 
Loan Commissioners for the purchase of said bonds, within one 
month from the expiration of such publication; and on the day 
and hour named in said notice, the said Loan Commissioners 
shall open all sealed proposals received by them, and shall 
award the purchase of said bonds to such bidders as will, in 
their opinion, make the most advantageous bid for the State; 
provided, that said Loan Commissioners may reject any or all 
bids, if they deem it to the advantage of the State; and pro- 
vided further, that they may refuse to make any award unless 
sufficient security shall be furnished by the bidders for the 
compliance with the terms of their bids; and provided further, 
that said bonds shall not be sold for less than one hundred 
cents on the dollar, in gold coin, par value. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer and Controller 
of State each to keep a separate record of all bonds sold.under 
the provisions of this Act, showing the number, date, amount, 
and rate of interest of each bond, and to whom the same was 
issued. 

Sec 6. The proceeds of such bonds shall be paid into the 
State Treasury, and shall be applied to the payment of the fol- 
lowing bonds, in the order of their issuance: The outstanding 
bonds issued under the Act entitled "An Act to provide for the 
payment of the funded indebtedness of the State of California, 
and to contract a funded debt for that purpose," approved April 
second, eighteen hundred and seventy. 

Sec. 7. All persons having any of the bonds specified in 
section six of this Act shall, upon presentation of such bonds 
to the said Loan Commissioners, be entitled to exchange them 
at their par value for bonds authorized to be issued under this 
Act at the rate of one hundred cents on the dollar, par value; 
but no bond shall be issued for a less sum than five hundred 
dollars, nor for a fractional part of a hundred dollars, but the 
said Loan Commissioners may issue certificates of such frac- 
tional parts not bonded, which said certificate shall be trans- 
ferable and entitled to be paid out of the proceeds of the sales 
of any bonds provided for in section six of this Act. The Loan

one in San Francisco, and one in the capital of the State, for

The Legislature of the State of California, at its twenty-ninth 
session, commencing on the fifth day of January, A. D. one 
thousand eight hundred and ninety-one, two thirds of all the 
members elected to each house of said Legislature voting in 
favor thereof, hereby propose that section two (2), of article 
four (4) (Legislative Department), of the Constitution of the 
State of California, be amended so as to read as follows:

ARTICLE IV. 



Section 2. The sessions of the Legislature shall commence Meeting of

shall not exceed forty years from the time of contracting the 
same. Any indebtedness or liability incurred contrary to this 
provision shall be void. 
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Senate Constitutional Amendment No. 11. 

A resolution to propose an amendment to sections fifteen (16) and 
nineteen (19), article five (5), of the Constitution. [Adopted 
March 3, 1891.] 

Resolved by the Senate^ the Assembly concurring, That the 
Legislature of the State of California, at its twenty-ninth ses- 
sion, commencing January fifth, eighteen hundred and ninety- 
one, two thirds of all the members elected to each of the two 
houses of said Legislature voting in favor thereof, hereby pro- 
pose that sections fifteen (15) and nineteen (19), article five 
(5), of the Constitution of the State of California, be amended 
so as to read as follows: 
Lteat- Section 15. A Lieutenant-Governor shall be elected at the 

same time and place and in the same manner as the Governor, 
and his term of office and his qualifications of eligibility shall 
also be the same. He shall be President of the Senate, but 
Dutiefot shall have only a casting vote therein. He shall also, when 
the Senate is not in session, visit all the State institutions, 
PabUe prisons, reformatory schools, asylums, and other institutions, 
jMttt^ be supported in whole or in part by the State, and make careful 
Tiiited. examinations of the manner in which the appropriations for 
the support of such institutions, and for permanent improve- 
ments, have been expended, and report the result of his 
examinations to the Governor, to the Legislature, and to any 
other officer, or Board of officers, that the Legislature may 
direct; provided^ that in case the office of Lieutenant-Governor 
becoming vacant, or in the case of the functions of Governor de- 
volving upon him, the President pro tem. of the Senate, or his 
successor, shall perform the duties and receive the emoluments 
of said Lieutenant-Governor, during the term of such vacancy, 
or the time he is performing such functions of Governor. 
The Legislature may by law prescribe the time and manner 
that such examinations shall be made. If, during a vacancy 
in the office of Governor, the Lieutenant-Governor shall be 
impeached, displaced, resign, die, or become incapable of per- 
forming the duties of his office, or be absent from the State, the 
President pro tem. of the Senate shall act as Governor until 
the vacancy be filled or disability fihall cease. The Lieutenant- 
Governor shall be disqualified from holding any other office, 
except as specially provided in this Constitution, during the 
term for which he shall have been elected, 
saiariei of Section 19. Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, Secretary of 
officers. state, Controller, Treasurer, Attorney-General, Surveyor-Gen- 
eral, shall, at stated times during their continuance in office, 
receive for their services a compensation, which shall not be 
increased nor diminished during the term, which compensa- 
tion is hereby fixed for the following officers for the two 
terms next ensuing the adoption of this Constitution, as fol- 
lows: Governor, six thousand ($6,000) dollars per annum; the 
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Attorney-General, three thousand ($3,000) dollars per annum; 
the Secretary of State, Controller, Treasurer, three thousand 
($3,000) dollars each per annum; Surveyor-General, three 
thousand ($3,000) dollars per annum, and for the following 
officer for the fractional term and for the two terms next 
ensuing the fourth day of November, A. D. eighteen hundred 
and ninety-two, as follows: Lieutenant-Governor, four thou- 
sand ($4,000) dollars per annum, and traveling expenses when 
he may be employed in visiting and examining State institu- 
tions. Such compensation to be in full for all services by 
them, respectively, rendered, in any official capacity or employ- 
ment whatsoever, during their respective terms of office; pro- 
vided, howeveVy that the Legislature, after the expiration of 
their terms hereinbefore mentioned, may, by law, diminish the 
compensation of any or all such officers, but in no case shall 
have the power to increase the same above the sums hereby 
fixed by this Constitution. The Legislature may, in its dis- 
cretion, abolish the office of Surveyor-General, and none of the 
officers hereinbefore named shall receive for their own use any 
fees or perquisites for the performance of any official duty. 



Assembly Constitutional Amendment No, 5, 

A resolution to propose to the people of the State of California 
an amendment to section thirty-four of article four of the 
Constitution of the State of California. [Adopted March 11, 
1891.] 

The Legislature of the State of California, at its twenty-ninth 
session, commencing on the fifth day of January, Anno* 
Domini one thousand eight hundred and ninety one, two 
thirds of all the members elected to each house of said 
Legislature voting in favor thereof, hereby propose that sec- 
tion thirty-four (34) of article four of the Constitution of 
the State of California be amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 34. No bill making an appropriation for money, ApproDri*. 
except the general appropriation bill, and the deficiency bill ^^^ ^"^ 
for the appropriation of money exclusively devoted to the sup- 
port of the General Government and State institutions, shall 
contain more than one appropriation, and that for a single and 
certain purpose to be therein expressed. When the deficiency 
bill is presented to the Governor, he may object to one or more 
items, while approving other portions of the bill. No officer of 
the State shaU have power to incur any deficiency except in 
case of actual necessity, and then only upon the written author- 
ity, first obtained, of the Governor, Secretary of State, and 
Attorney-General. Any deficiency incurred in violation of this 
provision shall be void, and the Legislature shall not have the 
power to appropriate money to pay the same. 
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Senate Constitutional Amendment No. 14' 

A resolution to propose to the people of the State of California an 
amendment to the Constitution of the State, amending section 
eight of article eleven thereof, relative to the framing and adop- 
tion of charters by cities containing more than thirty-five hun- 
dred inhabitants, [Adopted March 19, 1891.] 

Resolved by the Senate, the Assembly concurring, That the 
Legislature of the State of California, at its regular session, 
commencing on the fifth day of January, A. D. eighteen hundred 
and ninety-one, two thirds of all the members elected to each 
house concurring, hereby propose that section eight of article 
eleven of the Constitution of said State be amended so as to read 
as follows: 
city Section 8. Any city containing a population of more than 

charters, n^^ee thousand five hundred inhabitants may frame a charter 
for its own government, consistent with and subject to the Con- 
stitution and laws of this State, by causing a Board of fifteen 
Freeholders, who shall have been for at least five years qualified 
How electors thereof, to be elected by the qualified voters of said city 

i^®^ at any general or special election, whose duty it shall be, within 
Edopted. ninety days after such election, to prepare and propose a charter 
for such city, which shall be signed, in duplicate, by the mem- 
bers of such Board, or a majority of them, and returned, one 
copy to the Mayor thereof, or other chief executive oflBcer of 
such city, and the other to the Recorder of the county. Such 
PubUca- proposed charter shall then be published in two daily news- 
tion. papers of general circulation in such city, for at least twenty 

days, and the first publication shall be made within twenty days 
• after the completion of the charter; provided, iha,t in cities con- 
taining a population of not more than ten thousand inhabitants 
such proposed charter shall be published in one such daily news- 
paper; and within not less than thirty days after such publica- 
tion it shall be submitted to the qualified electors of said city at 
a general or special election, and if a majority of such qualified 
electors voting thereat shall ratify the same, it shall thereafter 
be submitted to the Legislature for its approval or rejection as 
a whole, without power of alteration or amendment. Such ap- 
Approvai proval may be made by concurrent resolution, and if approved 
by'iJei^^sfa^ by a majority vote of the members elected to each house, it shall 
ture. become the charter of such city, or if such city be consolidated 

with a county, then of such city and county, and shall become 
the organic law thereof, and supersede any existing charter and 
all amendments thereof, and all laws inconsistent with such 
Copies of charter. A copy of such charter, certified by the Mayor, or 
be m'Se^*^ chief executive ofl5cer, and authenticated by the seal of such 
city, setting forth the submission of such charter to the electors, 
and its ratification by them, shall, after the approval of such 
charter by the Legislature, be made, in duplicate, and deposited, 
one in the office of the Secretary of State, and the other, after 
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being recorded in said Recorder's office, shall be deposited in 
the archives of the city, and thereafter all Courts shall take 
judicial notice of said charter. The charter, so ratified, may be 
amended at intervals of not less than two years by proposals Amend- 
therefor, submitted by the legislative authority of the city to "*®"^* 
the qualified electors thereof, at a general or special election, 
held at least forty days after the publication of such proposals 
for twenty days in a daily newspaper of general circulation in 
such city, and ratified by at least three fifths of the qualified 
electors voting thereat, and approved by the Legislature, as 
herein provided for the approval of the charter. In submitting 
any such charter, or amendments thereto, any alternative article 
or proposition may be presented for the choice of the voters, and 
may be voted on separately without prejudice to others. 



OPINION ON REGISTRATION. 



John G. Knox, County Clerk of Tulare County, Visalia, CaL: 

Dear Sir: Section 1094, Political Code, as amended in 1889 (Stats. 
1889, p. 424; Deering^s Supplement to Codes, p. 18), provides: 

A register, in which shall be entered the names of the qualified electors of each of the 
counties of the State, shall be kept at the office of the County Clerk of such county: and 
in each of the cities and counties of the State such a register shall be kept in the office of 
the person charged with the registration of voters in such city and county. There shall 
be in each of the counties, and cities and counties, in the State (when required by the 
Board of Supervisors), a new and complete registration of the voters of such counties, 
and cities and counties, who are entitled thereto and who apply with the proper proof. 
Such registration shall commence one hundred days before a general election, and shall 
continue for eighty -five davs thence next ensuing, when such registration shall cease; 
wovided. that netting in this section shaU be held to repeal any election or registration 
law applicable to or in force in the City and County of San Francisco. 

Section 1095, Political Code, provides: 

In the Great Register the Clerk must, as hereinafter provided, enter the names of the 
qualified electors of the county whose names are not already thereon. 

Section 1096, Political Code, as amended in 1891 (Statutes 1891, p. 
281), provides: 

Such entry must show : 

1. The name at length. 

2. The age, omitting fractions of years. 

3. The height. 

4. The complexion. 
6. The color of eyes. 

6. The color of hair. 

7. The visible marks or scars, if any, and their locality. 

8. The country of nativity. 

9. The place of residence (giving the ward or precinct). 

10. If naturalized, the time and place of naturalization. 

11. The date of the entry of each person; each name must be numbered in the order 
of its entrv. 

12. The Post Office address at date of entry of each person. 
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Previous to amendment as aforesaid, the section last quoted read as 
follows: 

Such entry must show ; 

1. The name at length. 

2. The age, omitting fractions of years. 

3. The country of the nativity. 

4. The place of residence (giving the ward or precinct). 

5. If naturalized, the time and place of naturalization. 

6. The date of the entry of each person ; each name must be numbered in the order of 
its entry. 

Section 1204, Political Code, as amended (Statutes of 1891, p. 174), 
provides: 

Any person desiring to vote shall give his name and address to one of the Ballot Clerks, 
who shall then, in an audible tone of voice, announce the same; and if the other Ballot 
Clerk finds the name on the register, he shall, in like manner, repeat the name and 
address, whereupon a challenge may be interposed, as provided in section one thousand 
two hundred and thirty of this Code. If the challenge be overruled, the Ballot Clerk 
shall give him a ticket, and the clerk shall write on the register, opposite the name of the 
voter, the number of the general ticket given him, and also the number of the municipal 
ticket given him, when any city, city and county, or town officer is to be elected; and 
the voter shall be allowed to enter the place inclosed by the guard-rail, as above provided. 
The Ballot Clerk shall give him but one general ticket, and where any city, city and 
county, or town officers are to be elected, also one municipal ticket; and only one ballot 
of each kind. 

Section 1230, Political Code, provides: 

A i)erson offering to vote may be orally challenged by any elector of the county upon 
either or all of the following grounds : 

1. That he is not the person whose name appears on the register. 

2. That he has not resided within the State on6 year next preceding the election. 

3. That he has not been a naturalized citizen of the United States for ninety days prior 
to the election. 

4. That he has not resided within the county for ninety days preceding the election. 

5. That he has not resided within the precinct for thirty days next preceding the elec- 
tion. 

6. That he has before voted that day. 

7. That he has been convicted of an infamous crime. 

8. That he has been convicted of the embezzlement or misappropriation of public 
money. 

Now, the question arises whether, under the foregoing provisions of 
law, it will be necessarv, prior to the next general election (the presi- 
dential election of 1892), to have a new and complete registration of all 
the voters of the several counties of the State. I am clearly of opinion 
that it will be necessary to do so. The old registers, heretofore in use in 
this State, do not contain the matters and things required by the new 
law (Section 1096, supra), such as a statement of the complexion of the 
applicant, his height, the color of his hair and eyes; and so it appears 
to me that those books can no longer be called " registers," for they do 
not contain what the law now says a "register" shall contain, and 
because the law which established and denominated them such has been 
repealed. If a new register is not prepared in accordance with the 
requirements of Section 1096, hereinbefore cited, before the next general 
election, there will be no legal register in existence at that time, and no 
election can be held. After that election has been held, it will be in the 
discretion of the Board of Supervisors to order a new and complete 
registration as public convenience may require for future elections, but 
for the approaching election, it appears to me, for the reason stated, to 
be a matter not of discretion, but of necessity. 
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I know it is objected, in some quarters, that this will entail expense 
on the taxpayers of the State, but this is an argument that should have 
been urged in the Legislature with a view to prevent the passage of the 
law, and can have but little weight in construing it. It is matter of 
common knowledge that the newspaper press and all the political 
organizations in the State, prior to the last election of members of the 
Legislature, demanded "reform" in our election laws, and I presume it 
is safe to say that nine tenths of the members elected were pledged to 
such reform. It has been charged that under the old law frauds were 
easily committed, and that these frauds were practiced to such an extent 
as frequently to change the result of the election and defeat the will of 
the people. Men popularly known as " repeaters," were said ta go from 
one ward to another, in the larger cities, and " vote early and often " at 
the same election, under the names of deceased persons, or persons who 
had left the State, and to whom they had never borne the slightest 
resemblance. 

To remedy these evils Section 1096 of the Political Code was passed, 
requiring the register to contain a minute and particular description of 
each elector. Now, this reform measure, demanded by the press and 
clamored for by the people, took effect from and after passage, March 31, 
1891, and if we are ever to have the benefit of its wise and salutary 
provisions, why not in our next great presidential election? The law 
will be needed then or never, and if the Legislature had not intended the 
Act to take effect and go into operation from and after its passage, and 
to govern the next and all future elections, the bill would not, in my 
opinion, have become a law. If it was intended that the law should not 
take effect for four or six years, why so much haste in passing it? 

Looking either at the letter of the law or at its apparent intent and 
purpose (viz., to prevent frauds at elections), I arrive at the same con- 
clusion, that a new and complete registration of the voters must be had, 
and that it should commence exactly one hundred days prior to the 
next general election, in conformity with the requirements of Section 
1094 of the Political Code, as amended. Statutes of 1889, page 424. 
Under said Section 1096 " each name must be numbered in the order of 
its entry;" that is, the first man who registers is "No. 1," the second 
" No. 2," and so on. In cities like San Francisco, having " precinct reg- 
istration," the first man registering in any given precinct is "No. 1," 
the second " No. 2," and so on. 

It is true Section 1113, Political Code, provides as follows: 

On the first Monday of October in each year in which there shaU be a general or presi- 
dential election, and on the thirtieth day prior to each general election held every two 
years thereafter, each County Clerk must make a copy of the uncanceled entries existing 
on the Great Register of their respective counties. The Board of Supervisors of any 
county may, by order, provide for the preparation and distribution of township or pre- 
cinct registers for each township, instead of copies of the Great Register. For the pur- 
pose of registration, and preparation of a new Great Register, or of township or of precinct 
registers, and copies thereof, if ordered by the Board of Supervisors, the County Clerk 
must employ sucn assistants, and for such times and at such compensation as shall, from 
time to time, be authorized by said Board, which shall be paid out of the County Treas- 
ury ; such order may be repealed and reenacted as often as the Board of Supervisors may 
deem expedient; provided^ that nothing in this section shall be held to repeal any election 
or registration law applicable to or in force in the City and County of San Francisca.

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But the trouble is that there is no Great Register to copy from, for the 
present so-called register does not contain what the law now requires a 
register to contain, and if the Clerk should copy the " uncanceled entries," 
he would necessarily fail to give the following subdivisions of the new 
law, viz.: 

3. The height. 

4. The complexion. 

5. The color of eyes. 

6. The color of hair. 

7. The visible marks or scars, if any, and their locality. 
12. The Post Office address at date of entry of each person. 

And thus fail to comply with the new law in these regards. 
This question has been carefully considered by the undersigned, and 
we can arrive at no other conclusion.
